NOVELTY (N) 

None of the citations explicitly discloses the use of a mobile containerised autopsy facility. Therefore the 
invention as defined is novel. 



INVENTIVE STEP (IS) 

A person skilled in the art would not consider a "medical laboratory" to operate as an "autopsy facility" as 
highlighted in the judgement "Autopsy/Post Services, Inc V City of Los Angeles" In the Court of Appeal of the 
sate of California. 

Therefore it would not be obvious to the person skilled in the art that that the high containment mobile 
laboratories of Dl) and D2) could be used as an autopsy room in the light of D3) that discloses a mobile 
containerised operating theatre. Nor would it be obvious that the theatre of D3) could also be used as an autopsy 
room. 

Therefore the invention as defined is inventive over the prior art. 
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
